Having frequently felt the urgent want of a general 
Catalogue of the collection of Medals in the British 
Museum, and with more especial force while engaged in 
editing a recent publication on the Napoleon Medals, I was 
induced, with immediate reference to that publication, to 
draw up a Table of the Medals of the Napoleon Series, 
contained in the Museum cabinet • Absence from England 
at the time when the first volume of the work in question 
appeared, prevented the insertion therein of the portion of 
the table properly belonging to it, but it has been since 
printed on a separate leaf, to be bound with the volume. 
I should have considered this table unnecessary had there 
been any accessible Catalogue of the contents of the 
national collection. QO^T fiO

But, in its preparation, I of course incurred a consider- 
able portion of the labour necessary to make a descriptive 
list of the whole of the Medals of this period, ( 1 804 to 1 8 1 6,) 
and of the eventful times immediately preceding and follow- 
ing it; and, in the hope that the printing such a list may 
suffice to shew how easily an important boon might be 
conferred on the numismatic student, I now submit it, not at 
all as a specimen of what a Medal-Catalogue should be, 
but as a very humble approximation to such a Catalogue, 
yet stifficient to subserve a useful purpose. 

I earnestly beg that I may not be understood as wishing 
to convey any censure, direct or indirect, on the officers of 
the British Museum, for the deficiency which confessedly

exists in this respect. J am quite aware that it is to be 
ascribed^ not to the want of exertion on their part^ but to 
the want of an increased establishment upon a scale suited 
to the exigencies of the time. Still 1 cannot but think that 
an inordinate fear of hasty and ungenerous criticism has 
hitherto prevented the publication of such brief lists of 
several parts of the various collections^ and more especially 
of the coins and medals, as would be of incalculable service, 
pending the publication of fuller Catalogues requiring more 
careful and deliberate preparation ; and I know enough of the 
character of the present officers of the department of 
Antiquities to be well convinced, that the attempt, were 
it once made, to do for the Medal-collection in general,

production of something far superior, and that without 
any unnecessary delay. 

These are the motives which have led to the present 
essay, and I trust they will, in some degree, excuse its

PRELIMINARY OBSERVATIONS. 



The Medals included within the following list obviously 
arrange themselves into three classes; viz. 1. Those struck 
during the revolutionary and consular periods, or from 1789 
to 1804. 2. Those of the Empire, from 1804 to 1815. 
And 3, those struck subsequently to the restoration of the 
Bourbons, between the years 1815 and 1830. The last 
named are of little importance. 

The interest which attaches to the Medals of the first two 
classes respectively, is sufficiently distinct; in regard to 
those of the revolutionary period, it is almost exclusively 
historical; while, with respect to those of the Empire, it is 
both historical and artistic; and, considered in these points 
of view conjointly, the Napoleon series may be said to be 
unique. 



Vm. PRELIMINARY OBSERVATIONS. 

The importance of this part of the collection has induced 
me to enumerate distinctly, and in chronological order, the 
pieces which are wanting to the Museum cabinet, as well as 
those which it possesses. The date, size, and subject of the 
former are placed within brackets; while the types and 
legends of the latter only are described at length. Concise- 
ness, however, has in every instance been aimed at. 

In the case of the Revolution Medals, the order which has 
been follpwed is that of the able work describing them, 
which forms part of the Tresor de Numismatique et de 
Glyptique, now in course of publication at Paris; and the 
numbers omitted will serve to point out what Medals of the 
series are deficient in the Museum cabinet. Thus, if No. 142 
immediately follows No. 76, then the 65 Medals, from 
No. 77 to No. 141 inclusive, are absent from that collection. 

It need scarcely be observed, that next to the possession 

of a complete collection, the best thing is to have an accurate 
knowledge of the deficiencies, which is usually the first step 
towards supplying them.

It will be perceived that the deficiencies of our Museum 
collection are greatest in the Medals of the ante-consular^ 
or revolutionary period, properly so called. It is of course 
to these especially that the remark applies concerning the 
historical rather than artistical value which attaches to the 
Revolution Medals. From the commencement of the Con- 
sulate they begin to display not a Uttle of that beauty, both 
in design and execution, which was subsequently raised to 
so high a point of excellence in the medals of the Empire. 
Indeed, in respect of inventive design, I doubt whether some 
of the consular medals have been since equalled. Several 
of those which have been described might be cited as 
examples. 

But, notwithstanding the inferiority in this respect of most 
of the ante-consular pieces, (no less than six himdred and 
fifty in number,) no one acquainted with their extraordinary 
interest, as life-hke memorials of a most remarkable series 
of events, will think lightly of any attempt to obtain, if it 
be possible, an adequate collection of them for our National 
Museum. 

I have often thought, while perusing Mr. Carlyle^s recent 
admirable and truly philosophical work on the French Revo- 
lution,* (a book which will be read, as it was written, — with 
earnest thoughtfulness, when caviUings about peculiarity of 
style shall be deemed as trivial, as in this instance they 
really are,) that had such a collection been more accessible, 
several traits, well worthy of remembrance, would have

been displayed in their proper light, which, failing this, have 
escaped even his assiduous research. 

In looking over these medals, as in reading Mr. Carlyle's 
history, we are made to feel strongly, that the events of the 
French Revolution are not to be pourtrayed in hues of 
unvarying blackness, but that lights as well as shadows are 
necessary to truthful delineation. We perceive that the time 
which let loose upon the world men of fierce spirit and 
unbridled passions, produced also men who, although they 
sought not to be tyrants, were determined not to remain 
slaves; that the period which was so rife of licentious desires 
and enormous crimes, was also rich in lofty aspirations and 
in self-sacrificing deeds. 

The medallic memorials of these things possess all that 
vigour and freshness which ought to distinguish contem- 
porary records. Their learned Editor (in the Tresor de 
Numismatique,) has well observed, that "vivant et anime 
comme dans les pamphlets et dans les journaux, — comme 
dans les discussions parlementaires, I'esprit publique de ces 
memorables annees renait tout entier visible et palpable dans 
ces monumens. Avec quel admirable discemement surtout 
I'instinct populaire saisit chacune des occasions oii ses 
interets sont en jeu ! Des phases nombreuses de cette crise, 
il n^en est pas une qui le trouve insensible ou froid.'* .... 

I hope, therefore, that exertion will be made to supply, as 
far as may be practicable, these deficiencies in the Museum 
cabinet. And, as many of the Revolution Medals are now 
extremely rare, this can only be done effectively by procuring-^ 
casts wherever the originals cannot be obtained. 

As it formed no part of my plan to describe English 
medals, however closely connected with French events, I 
have only included such as were struck at Soho or else- 
where, expressly for persons resident in Paris.

The reader is requested to make the following corrections in the description 
of the medals of the Napoleon Series t 

No. 124, line 1, — for " Levee at the Camp of Boulogne,*' read " Raising of the 
Camp of Boulogne." — A similar alteration is required in the description 
of No. 19T. 

Nos. 127 to 130. These seven English medals are, by an oversight, mentioned 
collectively, as "mostly forming part" of Mr. Mudie's series. The 
fact is, (as I have pointed out in *' the Napoleon Medals,** p. 30, note,) 
that only Nos, 129 and 129* belong to that series; and the former is 
merely a mule or trial- piece, struck from two several dies. With 
reference to the Reverse of No. 129* I have since received information 
from a high authority, which induces me to believe that it was really 
engraved by M. Droz.

In the foregoing catalogue of the Medals of the French 
Empire^ I have included those pieces which are deficient in the 
Cabinet of the British Museum, down to August, 1810: so 
far, therefore, I believe the list to be entirely complete. 

From that date downwards, I have inserted those Medals 
and Jettons only which are in the Museum; partly because 
the purpose forwhich the deficiencies were noticed was already 
sufficiently attained, and partly because it is not at present 
possible to make the list from 1810 to 1815 really complete. 

The second volume of that portion of the ^^Tresor de 
Numismatique et de Glyptique,^^ which contains the Napo- 
leon Medals, being now in course of publication in Paris, 
and contributions towards its completion being continually 
received from collections, both private and pubhc, in dif- 
ferent parts of Europe, it may be expected that, in a short 
time, collectors will have a perfect account of this most inte- 
resting series of the numismatic monuments of a great histo- 
rical epoch. 

It would have been easy, indeed, to have noted a number 
of deficiencies, neither unimportant nor inconsiderable, be- 
longing to the period between 1810 and 1816; but, indepen- 
dently of the serious objection arising from the necessary

incompleteness of any such list, the present attempt has 
already far exceeded the limits within which I had hoped to 
confine it. 

But I shall not regret the labour which, with all its imper- 
fections, it has of necessity cost me, if I should have suc- 
ceeded in what I proposed to myself at the outset, — namely, 
to shew that it would be easy for the British Museum to 
publish ^^such brief Usts of several parts of the various collec- 
tions, and more especially of the Coins and Medals, as would 
be of considerable service, pending the publication of fuller 
Catalogues, requiring more careful and deUbh^te prepa- 
ration.^^ 

I would also take this opportimity of earnestly submitting 
that much advantage would result from such a subdivision, 
as it were, of the present Collection of Coins and Medals, as 
was suggested in the course of the recent enquiry into the 
state of the Museum. I mean the setting forth, in open 
cases, those portions of the Collection which possess most 
popular interest, for free public view, in the way which has 
long been practised in the Cabinet attached to the Royal 
Library at Paris. 

To do this effectually, increased accommodation must be 
afforded to the Medal Department in the Museum. The 
subtleties (if I may so speak,) of numismatic science will 
doubtless remain matters of laborious research to the few, as 
they have heretofore been; but none can doubt that Medals 
and Coins may be made to afford much popular instruction, 
in the widest sense of the term; and, if such results are to be 
obtained by means of our Museums, it must be by distinct 
provision for that end, not by confounding the studious 
enquirer into a science with the seeker after general informa- 
tion as a relaxation from other pursuits.

But the most earnest endeavours of the Trustees^ and the 
most assiduous exertions of the Officers^ of theBritish Museum 
(and of late there have been repeated evidences of both,) will 
be insufficient, unless a more liberal and worthy pecuniary 
supply be accorded by the Government. I say, by the 
Government^ because it is now quite clear that the House of 
Commons will sanction the most liberal expenditure for the 
true encouragement of literature and of the arts, and for the 
advancement of the people^s highest interest, — ^their real and 
effective education. 

One word more I would say, suggested by this last con- 
sideration; and it is, that some attention on the part of 
the Government to the progress of MedaUic Art in this 
country might be usefully afforded. I think no one can 
review the Napoleon Medals without feeling convinced of two 
things: first, that we have no series of Medals which we can 
compare to this, without shame; and, secondly, that the 
MedaUic Art is one with which the State may connect itself, 
advantageously to both. 

With reference to the want of any adequate MedaUic His^ 
tory of England, and to the result of some recent enquiries 
concerning it, I shall take an early opportimity of submitting 
some remarks to the consideration of those who take an inte- 
rest in the subject.
